Funeral of the King of Ocnyoro. 


The Journal de Paria con tai no a 
letter from an eyewitness, givin¿ the 
following particulars of the atrocities 
committed on the occasion of the fu­ 
neral of Kamrasi, King of Ounyoro, 
in Central Africa. 
An immensegrave 
or pit, capable of holding several hun­ 
dred people, had been dug’ at the bot­ 
tom of which the wives of the defunct 
K ing had been placed in tlie form of 
a ring, to be iu readiness to receive 
upon their knees the corpse of their 
late tyrannical and barbarous master. 
Several regiments of the Royal Guard 
had been sent on the preceding night 
to silently surround some of the neigh­ 
boring villages. 
The first human be­ 
ing, be it man, woman or child, that 
made its exit from the surrounded 
huts was forcibly seized and carried 
off, and the captives entrapped in this 
manner conducted toward the pit pre­ 
pared for the funeral. 
Here there be­ 
gan the most horrible scene. The 
limbs of these poor creatures, arms 
aud legs, were broken by tlie soldiers. 
The lamentations aud cries of des­ 
pair of the victims intermingled with 
the shouting of tne fanatical crowd, 
and one by one they were thrown in- 
tuthe gaping gulf below. Then began 
the beating of drums, th» flourish of 
trumpets, the piercing souud of the 
whistle and pipe, 
which, together 
with the violent vociferations of the 
crowd drowned tlie 
cries 
of the 
victims. 
The soil dug out of the pit 
the previous day was then Thrown 
back into the monstergrave. The fan­ 
atical spectators of tlie dismal drama, 
as soon as it was filled up, commeuced 
to dance on the summit of the grave 
stamping the soil down with all their 
might, so as to form a hanl, compact 
layer above those buried alive. 
All 
the lamentations having ceased, noth­ 
ing was left to indicate the ceremony 
of the abominable sepulchre. 
Tiie 
noise of the instruments had ceased 
also, and the assembled crowd retired, 
satisfied with themselves aud admir­ 
ing the greatness of the King whose 
manes demanded sucli sacretices.

Danchet, the Eren eh poet, tells us 
respecting the deification of Hymen 
that he was a young m m of Athens, 
obscurely born, but extremely hand­ 
some. 
Falling iu love witti a young 
lady of distinction, he disguised him ­ 
self iu a female habit ill order to get 
access to her and enjoy the pleasure of 
tier company. 
A sh e happened to be 
one day in this disguise with his mis­ 
tress aud her female companions, cele­ 
brating on tiie seashore tiie rites of 
Ceres Eleusiua, a gang of pirates came 
upon them by surprise and carried 
them off. The pirates, having con­ 
veyed them to a distant island, got 
drunk for joy aud fell asleep. 
Hymen 
seized his opportunity, arméd the vir­ 
gins and despatched the pirates. 
Af­ 
ter which, leaving the ladi-s on the 
island, be went in haste to Athens, 
were h6 told hia adventure to ail the 
parents, and demanded her he loved 
in marriage as her ransome.^ His re­ 
quest was granted, and so "fortunate 
was the marriage that tlie name of 
Hym en was ever afterward invoked 
in all future nuptials, aud in progress 
of tim e the Greeks enrolled him as 
one of their gods.

tnd confidential adviser, and he has 
■ull coutrol of the Sauta Monica Rail 
■oad. This explains why the Colonel 
mthuaed over H a y e s ’ nomination to 
he extent of giving him tbe entire 
*aciflc Slope. 


The San Beruardino Argus informs 
the H er a ld that San Beruardino 
county is in favor of subsidizing a 
railroad. 
If this statem ent simply 
means th at infinitesimal portion of 
the county composed of the editor of 
the Argus, we think it is probably 
true; but if it is intended to mean tbe 
actual settlers and tax-payers of the 
county, with all title deference to the 
superior wisdom of the gentlemau who 
makes the assertion, we beg to assure 
him that we do not believe a single 
word of it. The people of San Beruar­ 
dino county—those who own the prop­ 
erty and pay the taxes—are not in fa­ 
vor of subsidy. They do not wish to 
burden themselves and their children 
with a heavy indebtedness in order to 
subsidize the railroad of Senator J ones 
nor the railroad of any one. 
If this 
m atter is ever submitted to a vote of 
those people our statem ent will be 
verified by a large majority. The E x­ 
press of this city is wont to tell its 
readers that the people of San Bernar­ 
dino decline to patronize the Southern 
Pacific road, aud refuse to accept the 
transportation facilities offered by that 
thoroughfare. We are not informed 
as to the truth of this, but we doubt if 
it is true iu whole or iu part. 
If,how­ 
ever, there is an antagonism between 
our neighbors and tbeir railroad which 
extends to a degree that prevents pat­ 
ronage and communication, we can­ 
not see bow they would 
benefit 
themselves by complying with the 
wishes 
of 
the 
Argus 
and 
E x ­ 
press. 
A few years 
ago, as we 
remember, the people of Stockton and 
San Joaquin county were induced 
to vote a subsidy of nearly one m il­ 
lion dollars to the Stockton and Cop­ 
peropolis Railroad, on the assurance 
that under no consideration would the 
road ever pass to the control of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company. 
But in less than two years tbat cor­ 
poration owned both the Stockton aud 
Copperopolis road and the subsidy 
bonds. 
It is proper to state that this 
transfer was made, not at the instance 
and desiie of the Southern Pacific 
Company, hut because the managers 
of the new road found themselves una­ 
ble to either build more road or oper­ 
ate what they had built. This would 
be the fate of the road aud bonds tbe 
Argus and Express are asking the 
people of Los Angeles aud San Ber­ 
nardino counties to vote aud build. 
We should be pleased to see opposi­ 
tion roads built all over tbe country, 
if they could be maintained aud oper­ 
ated as opposition roads. 
But they 
cannot, or at least uutil man ceases to 
care more for his own profit than th at 
of his neighbor, they will not. 
We 
have been assured by the Express, 
tbat even so great and good a man as 
Senator J ones has bis price. 
W hat 
that price is we do not know, and 
through fear that we might place it 
too high or too low, we shall refrain 
from even conjecturing. 
We are, 
however, of the opinion that the sec­ 
tion of the opposition road now built 
is for sale, and may be purchased for 
a considerable less sum than it has 
cost. If the people ever find it neces­ 
sary to subsidize a railroad, they 
should, and we believe will do so un­ 
der circumstances that will enable 
them to both own and control their 
own property, and thereby prevent it 
passing into the bands of those who 
did not build the road and were in no 
sense responsible for the indebtedness 
the tax-payers were induced to im ­ 
pose on themselves in order tb at it 
might be built.

It is our 
private opinion that the parties who 
have been circulating the erroneous 
reports are no judges of water anyway 
and they would give a surprise party 
to their entire system if they should 
take a drink of it. 


The Anti-Chinese Club. 


The anti-Coolie club met Tuesday 
and adopted the following consti­ 
tution and by-laws which the club de­ 
sire to he made public, in order that 
our citizens who have been deceived 
as to the intentions and ohjectsof the 
organization may see for themselves 
what its purposes are: 
CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 
This Society shall be called “ T h e 
C e n t r a l a n ti - C o o li e C lu b , N o . 1., 
OF Los ANGELES CO.” 
ARTICLE II. 
OBJECTS. 
1. Its objects shall be to protect the 
white people residing in America 
from Chinese labor iu any form, to 
diccournge and stop any further Chi­ 
nese immigration an«J to urge the 
withdrawal of the Chinese from the 
country, using only lawful means to 
attain these objects. 
ARTICLE III. 
QUALIFICATION 
FOR MEMBERSHIP. 
S ection 1. Any person sympathis­ 
ing with the white men and women 
in their opposition to the degrading 
and debasing influences of Chinese 
coolie labor may be admitted as a 
member of this Club, upon pledging 
himself or herself to support the Con­ 
stitution and By-Laws and giving his 
or her word of honor that he or she 
will faithfully keep and observe each 
requirement thereof. 
S e c. 2. Each member shall pay an 
intitation fee of 50 cents. 
S e c . 3. This Club and each member 
thereof shall use all endeavors to pro­ 
tect all Chinese residents from un­ 
provoked assaults. 
S e c. 4. Each member of the Club 
shall pledge himself not to employ 
Chinese labor; not to purchase any 
goods, wares or merchandise from any 
person who employs Chinese, and not 
in any manner to sustain, foster or 
encourage either the Chinese them ­ 
selves or those who employ them ex­ 
cept when necessarily compelled so 
to do. 
S e c. 5. Measures shall be taken by 
the Club to ascertain the names of 
those persons in this city who employ 
Chinese. When any person has been 
so announced by this Club as a sup­ 
porter of Chinese labor, no member 
shall hereafter purchase any article or 
commodities from such person, or be­ 
stow patronage upon such person in 
any form whatever except when nec­ 
essary so to do. 
miA ' 
ARTICLE IV. 


o f f ic e r s . 
S e c . 1. The officers of this Society 
shall consist of a President, such a 
number of Vice-Presidents as the 
Club may choose to elect, a Recording 
Secretary, Corresponding Secretary 
and Treasurer. 
ARTICLE V. 
d u ties of o ffic e r s. 
Sec. 1. It shall be the duty of the 
President to preside at all meetings; 
to preserve order; to sign all ilemands 
against the Club when found correct; 
enforce a strict compliance with the 
Constitution and By-Laws, appoint 
such committees as are authorized by 
the Club, and fill all vacancies. He 
shall be a member of all committees 
by virtue of this office. 
S e c. 2. Either Vice-President shall, 
in the absence of the President, exer­ 
cise all the official authority vested In 
the President. 
RECORDING SECRETARY. 
Sec. 3. The duty of the Recording 
Secretary shull be to keep a correct 
record of the minutes of the meetings; 
engross therein all resolutions aid 
votes of importance, and, in conjunc­ 
tion with or under thedirection of the 
President, call all meetings of the So­ 
ciety and see that the same are prop­ 
erly advertised. 
CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 
Sec. 5 The Corresponding Secretary 
shall attend to all the correspondence 
of the Club and shall assist the Re­ 
cording Secretary at the meetings of 
the Club, and shall perform the same 
duties a9 the Recording Secretary un­ 
der the direction of the President. 
TREASURER. 
Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall have 
charge of the funds of the Club, and 
shall receipt to the Club, for all mon­ 
eys received, and shall pay out the 
sume only on the order of the Club, 
taking receipts and preserving vouch- 
eiB therefor. 
ARTICLE VI. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 
S e c t io n 1. The election of officers 
shall take place onthe last Tuesday of 
June of each year. 
ARTICLE VII. 
DEBATES. 
S e c t io n 1. Questions of a partisan 
character or incompatible of the true 
aim of this Club shall not be allowed 
for debate, nor shall politics ever be 
discussed in the Club, except as it may 
be connected with the objects and In­ 
terests of the Club and the principles 
which It espouses. 
ARTICLE VIII. 
AMENDMENTS. 
S e c tio n 1. This Constitutson can 
only be amended by giving two weeks’ 
notice in advance thereof, in writing 
stating the nature and form of the 
amendment, which notice shall be 
read by the Secretary to the Club. 
BY-LAWS. 
ARTICLE I. 
RULES. 
1. The regular meetings of this Club 
shall be on Tuesday of each week. 
2. Thirteen members shall consti­ 
tute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 
3. Any member who iu debate be­ 
comes unruly or uses vulgar or unpar­ 
liamentary language, or refuses to 
take his seat when directed by the 
President, may be fined in any sura 
not exceeding $1.00 and shall not be 
permitted to vote or speak until such 
sum is paid. 
4. CiÁhing’s Manual Bhall be recog­ 
nized as authority in the parliamen­ 
tary management of all meetings of 
the Club. No member shall 9peak 
longer than five minutes nor more 
than once upon any subject until oth­ 
ers desiring to speak have addressed 
the Club, except bv permission of the 
President of the Club. 
At a regular meeting of South Star 
Degree Lodge, No. 7, I. O. O F., the 
following officers were elected: A. W. 
Hutton, N. G.; A. L. Bath, V. G.. W. 
A. Spalding, R. S.; A. J. Hamilton, 
Treasurer.
